We  played  host  to  two  angels  at  our  last  Glen 
Park  Association  meeting  ft  Guardian 
Angels,  that  is.  The  visitors  were  Guardian 
Angel  Regional  Director,  Ted  Fowler  and  San  Francisco 
chapter  leader,  David  Scanlon. 

Ted  Fowler  explained  that  patrol  efforts  are  focussed  on 
the  idea  of  training  citizens  to  be  a  visible  deterrent  to 
crime.  Members  are  not  expected  to  detain  or  physically 
confront  criminals.  Their  presence  is  a  warning  to  those 
who  are  breaking  the  law.  Patrol  members  will  alert  police 
and  are  trained  to  provide  descriptions  and  information. He 
cited  groups  as  diverse  as  the  Martin  Luther  King  housing 
projects  patrol  group  to  the  St.  Francis  organization  whose 
youngest  member  is  55  years  old. 

"Who  wants  to  commit  .a  crime  with  40  eyes  watching 
you?,"  asked  Ted.

We  Get  Letters 


I  attended  all  the  "Working  Group"  meetings 
which  were  supposed  to  try  to  resolve  the  issue 
of  what  a  park  is  for:  cars  or  people.  I  get  angry 
at  the  lack  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the 
and  Park  people.  It  seems  to  me  that  this 
so-called  consensus  process  was  a  cop-out  by 
Park  and  Rec  so  they  did  not  have  to  take 
responsibility  for  doing  their  job  of  protecting 
park  lands  for  the  use  of  everyone.  Park  and 
Rec  used  this  so  called  process  to  stall  the  car 
versus  people  issue  for  another  year  even 
though  75%  of  the  parents  in  the  Silvertree 
program-  of  last  year  said  they  would  park  in 
the  neighborhood  and  walk  or  carpool  if  they 
could  not  drive  into  the  building.  Did  Park  and 
Rec  even  try  to  have  parents  walk  in?  No! 

1  don't  understand  why  44  private  school 
people  and  150  day  camp  people  can  drive  and 
ruin  the  park  experience  for  everyone  else.  Is 
personal  convenience  (and  laziness)  more 
important  than  a  park  experience  by  hundreds 
of  other  park  users?  Who  is  looking  out  for  the 
people  who  want  to  walk,  play,  run,  climb  and 
enjoy  a  park  without  having  to  worry  about 
their  safety  because  of  cars? 

I  have  lived  in  Glen  Park  for  33  of  my  37 
years.  I  have  used  the  park  in  many  ways. 
Silvertree,  baseball,  sports,  football,  rock 
climbing,  picnics,  walking  dogs,  and  hundreds 
of  other  ways.  (When  I'd  get  angry  at  my  Mom 
or  brothers,  I'd  go  to  the  park  to  think  and 
relax.)  I  never  had  to  deal  with  cars.  They  were 
not  allowed  to  drive  into  the  park.  What  has 
happened  to  the  kids  today?  Are  they  going  to 
be  driven  everywhere?  How  will  they  enjoy 


nature  if  they  think  it  comes  from  a  car?  What 
is  wrong  with  parents  who  don't  think  their 
kids  can  walk?  Are  they  nuts?  Lazy?  Selfish?  Or 
what?

Glen  Park  neighborhood.  The  Excelsior  Group  HealthCare 
for  Women  and  Children  opened  in  May  in  a  modern,  newly 
remodeled  building  at  4434  Mission  Street,  corner  of  Francis 
Street. 

The  nurse  manager  for  the  group  is  Gloria  Yee,  a  Glen  Park 
resident.  "We  want  to  provide  access  to  health  care  for  women 
and  children  in  a  comfortable,  culturally  sensitive  environment 
with  backup  provided  by  medical  institutions  that  are  among 
the  best  in  the  country,"  said  Jay  Bachicha,  MD,  a  UCSF 
obstetrician  gynecologist  who  directs  the  new  group.  The 
center's  staff —  which  includes  a  pediatrician  and  certified 
nurse  midwife  —  are  all  bi-lingual.  The  Excelsior  Group 
pediatrician  will  provide  primary  care  for  babies  born  to  clinic 
patients,  as  well  as  other  children  in  the  community'.  UCSF 
managed  care  plans,  and  patients  on  Mcdi-Cal,  can  obtain  care 
at  the  site.

A  Rare  Slice  of  Wilderness  in 
Our  Back  Yard

Parking  in  the  park  —  what  an 
oxymoron. 
Traffic  circulation 
and  control  in 
Glen  Canyon 
Park  is  irrelevant 

—  there  should 
be  no  need  for 
control  because 
there  should  be 
no  traffic.  The 
original  idea  of  a 
park  is  of  land 
kept  in  its  natural 
state  for  public 
enjoyment;  the 
word's  mutation 
to  the  verb  "park" 
reflects  this  society's  obsession  with 
cars. 

Parks  are  not  extensions  of  city 
streets  or  freeways:  they  are  retreats. 
The  quiet  service  road  into  the 
canyon,  however,  is  too  often  a 
passageway  for  near-endless  lines  of 
cars  leaving  a  wake  of  dust  and  carbon 
monoxide.  People  are  forced  to  the 
shoulders.  The  spaces  next  to  the  Rec. 
Center  and  Silvertree  are  too  often 
filled  with  28-30  cars  each, 
particularly  in  the  summer.  The  road 
and  open  areas  are  there  for  walking 

—  on  two  legs  or  four,  in  strollers  or 


wheelchairs.  Grass  has  been  planted 
for  sitting,  picnicking,  playing  ball, 
not  for  parking  or  destruction  by 
vehicle  tires. 

Opponents  of  cars  in  the  canyon 
have  been  accused  of 
being  anti-child;  the 
opposite  is  true. 
Children  particularly 
belong  in  the  park,  and 
they  belong  like 
everyone  else  —  on 
foot,  where  they  can 
seek  out  the  red-tailed 
hawks'  nest,  spend  a 
moment  at  the  fence 
watching  a  tennis 
match,  or  play  ball  with 
the  family  dog.  You 
can't  see  much  from  the 
back  of  a  minivan, 
strapped  in  a  carseat 
and  looking  out  through  tinted  glass! 
Cannot  a  parent  spend  15  minutes 
walking  a  child  back  to  the  summer 
programs  instead  of  schlepping  him 
or  her  there  in  the  ubiquitous  car? 

Any  urban  park  is  a  valuable  asset; 
Glen  Canyon,  with  the  only 
above— ground  stream  in  San 
Francisco,  wild  lite,  wildflowers  and 
spaciousness  is  a  rare  slice  of 
wilderness  in  our  backyard.  By 
opening  it  indiscriminately  to 
vehicular  traffic,  we  are  in  danger  of 
destroying  what  makes  it  special  in 
the  first  place. 


Limited  Automobile  Access 
in  the  Canyon

Glen  Canyon  Park  is  a 
multi-use 
facility,  open  to 
basketball  players,  tap 
dancers,  and  senior 
bridge  enthusiasts, 
tennis/softball  players, 
dog  walkers,  hikers, 
Silvertree  day  campers 
and  the  Glenridge 
Cooperative 
preschoolers.  While 
each  group  might 
want  the  whole  park 
geared  just  to  its  own 
needs,  realistic, 
open-minded  people 
will  understand  the 
need  to  give  a  litde  to 
get  a  lot. 

The  seniors  who  play  bridge  need 
to  drive  up  close  to  the  Center,  and 
the  Glenridge  Cooperative  Nursery 
School  needs  the  road  open  for 
supplies,  emergencies,  and  parent 
drop-offs.  Glenridge  parents  walk 
their  children  in  as  often  as  possible, 
but  schedules,  health,  and  the 
demands  of  younger  children  make 
the  complete  denial  of  auto  access  not 
a  feasible  option.  For  the  school  to 
stay  open  —  and  it  deserves  no  less  — 
the  road  must  stay  open. 


To  put  this  issue  of  auto  access  in 
perspective,  let's  consider  some 
history.  Glenridge  has  been  operating 
in  the  Silvertree  building  for  25  years. 
Only  in  the  past  few  years  has  there 
been  any  complaint 
about  the  traffic, 
and  that  has  been 
sparked  by  the 
Silvertree  Day 
Camp's  far  larger 
volume  of  traffic  in 
the  summer 
months.  To  be 
responsive  to  the 
community's 
concern  about 
traffic,  Glenridge 
has  made 

substantial  changes 
—  walking  in  has 
been  strongly 
advised,  admissions  policies  have 
changed  to  allow  full-day  students, 
carpooling  has  been  increased,  new 
families  entering  the  school  must  sign 
an  agreement  to  abide  by  the  4  MPH 
speed  limit,  and  most  recendy, 
Glenridge  has  started  locking  the  gate 
around  each  individual  car  that  enters 
the  park. 

These  changes  have  gready 
reduced  both  Glenridge  and  other 
traffic  entering  the  park.  Their  effects 
show  that  limited,  responsible  traffic 
access  will  preserve  both  the  park  and 
its  diverse  and  important  uses. 


"Think  About  It"

"Roni,  Roni."  No  one  had  called  me  that  since  high  school.  I  was  torn  between 
recording  (with  video  camera)  the  excited  responses  of  the  two  hawk  chicks 
above  me  or  observing  the  morning"s  activity  on  the  main  path  just  below  their 
nest  area.  And  now  I  was  also  looking  for  whoever  from  my  past  had  found  me 
in  the  canyon  Monday  morning,  June  24. 

The  young  hawks  were  flying  above  me,  from  tree  to  tree,  creek-side 
eucalyptus  to  eucs  on  the  native  grassland,  calling  the  whole  time  in  their 
young  hawk  voices.  There  were  lots  of  people  on  the  canyon  path  this  morning, 
but  no  one  heard  or  saw  these  magnificent  fledglings.  No  one  saw  these  birds 
whose  wing  span,  despite  their  young  age,  is  between  three  and  a  half  and  four 
feet. 

The  two  hawk  chicks,  hatched  around  Easter,  are  in  their  third  week 
of  fledging.  It  is  a  critical  time  for  them.  They  are  still  mastering  the  art  of  flying. 
This  would  surprise  no  one  who  has  ever  seen  a  red-tailed  hawk  in  flight:  They 
are  fantastic  soaring  birds. 

They  are  also  learning  to  hunt.  I  read  that  after  they  fledge,  red-tailed  hawk 
chicks  need  eight  weeks  of  training  to  learn  the  difficult  skill  of  hunting,  to  catch 
enough  prey  to  sustain  themselves  when  they  leave  Glen  Park  and  their  parents 
at  the  end  of  summer.  By  this  measure,  our  fledglings  need  five  more  weeks  with 
Mom  and  Dad. 


Winter  is  hard  on  our  young  hawks.  The  drop  in  numbers  of  available  prey 
and  the  young  hawk's  lack  of  hunting  experience  probably  account  for  the  fact 
that  50  to  70  percent  of  juvenile  red-tailed  hawks  do  not  live  to  see  their  second 
spring. 

The  reason  no  one  saw  or  heard  the  hawks  is  that  it  was  the  first  day  of  Silver 
Tree  Day  Camp  and  nearly  everyone  on  the  path  was  in  a  car,  driving  back  to  the 
Silver  Tree  building.  I  was  trying  to  record  what  it  was  like  to  be  on  the  path 
when  over  120  cars  (240  one-way  trips)  take  over  the  heart  of  the  streamside 
habitat. 

"Roni,  Roni."  The  voice  was  coming  from  the  open  window  of  a  car  opposite 
me.  I  looked  in  at  the  driver  who  assumed  that  I  would  recognize  her  after 
32  years.  I  did.  But  there  was  no  time  for  a  friendly  greeting.  Instead  I  was 
scolded.  "If  you  had  a  child  you  would  drive  them  into  this  camp.  Think 
about  it,  Roni." 
Well,  I  thought  about  it  as  1  watched  this  former  fellow  high 
ooler  drive  back  into  the  canyon  alongside  the  only  above-ground  creek 
in  San  Francisco  that  her  child  (or  anyone's)  has  access  to... 
As  I  listened  to  the  call  of  the  olive  sided  flycatcher  that  comes  all  the  way 
from  South  America  to  spend  spring  and  summer  in  this  park... 
As  I  watched  the  two  hawk  chicks  flying  above  me... 

As  I  watched  the  line  of  cars  drive  past  me,  down  the  only  canyon  in  the  city 
carrying,  for  the  most  part,  one  child  per  car  for  a  day  in  nature . 

I  thought  about  it.

reviewed  again  by  the  Planning 
Department,  who  has 
determined  that  it  does  meet 
planning  code  requirements. 
The  new  permits  are  currently 
being  contested  by  neighbors 
interested  in  stopping  the 
project,  however,  because  the 
plans  do  meet  current  planning 
and  building  codes,  the  new 
permits  are  expected  to  be 
approved  and  issued. 

Oil  Burner  Project 
gets  go  ahead 

Three  new  homes  are 
expected  to  be  built  on  the 
block  where  the  vacant  Ray  Oil 
Burner  plant  now  sits,  bordered 
by  San  Jose  Avenue,  Bosworth 
Avenue,  Rousseau  Street,  and 
Milton  Street.  The  existing 
obsolete  facility  will  be 
demolished  this  summer  from 
the  entire  block  and 
construction  of  three  new 
homes  are  expected  to  begin 
soon  after.  The  developer, 
Hamrol  Properties,  will 
eventually  build  a  total  of  26 
homes  on  the  block  over 
several  years,  building  a  few 
homes  at  a  time.  Although  the 
Ray  Oil  Property  extends 
beyond  the  block  across 
Rousseau  Street,  no 
development  has  been  planned 
outside  the  one  block  area. 

A  variance  was  granted  by 
the  Planning  Department  to 
allow  the  division  of  the  lots 
into  20  foot  width  parcels  and 
some  rear  yards 
that  do  not  meet  minimum 
depth  requirements  (although 
the  combined  open  space 
requirements  are  met 
according  to  the  developer). 
The  development  will  also 
include  a  lane  running  through 
the  center  of  the  block.  The 
Zoning  and  Planning 
Committee  has  requested  plans 
from  the  developer,  however,  at 
this  time,  no 
plans  have 
been  made 
available.

the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  and,  unaffiliated 
rec  center  users.  The 
participants  were  charged  with 
the  mission  of  attempting  to 
find  consensus  on  how  to 
manage  cars  driving  and 
parking  in  Glen  Canyon. 
While  the  facilitator  told  us 
no  one  would  be  completely 
happy  with  a  consensus  result, 
she  hoped  that  we  could  find 
some  areas  we  could  all  live 
with. 

Webster's  New  World 
Dictionary  defines  "consensus" 
as  "1.  An  opinion  held  by  all 
or  most"  and  "2.  General 
agreement,  esp.  in  opinion." 
At  the  outset  it  was  obvious  to 
me  that  this  group  could  not 
and  would  not  ever  agree  on 
even  the  most  minor  issue.  I 
thought  some  participants 
came  to  the  table  already  dug 


headway  in  fighting  the  status 
quo. 

The  facilitator  began  the 
process  by  setting  up  ground 
rules  at  the  first  meeting. 
These  rules  included  a  charge 
to  refrain  from  personal 
attacks  and  to  listen  to 
another's  point  of  view  — 
ground  rules  which  were 
violated  both  by  some 
members  of  the  working 
group  and  often  during  the 
public  comment  period  which 
concluded  each  meeting. 

At  the  second  meeting  the 
facilitator  gave  the  working 
group  a  choice  of  four 
alternatives  on  a  continuum 
from  no  cars  whatsoever 
(except  for  legally  mandated 
vehicles  such  as  ADA  and 
service  vehicles)  to  unlimited 
car  access  to  the  Silvertree 
facility.  In  between  were 
choices  involving  limiting 
vehicle  access  to  the  Canyon 
and/or  managing  the  gate. 
Each  of  us  was  asked  to  place

in — immovable  objects  not 
willing  to  budge  from  their 
positions.  Those  who  believed 
that  unlimited  car  access  to 
the  Silvertree  facility  was  not 
only  acceptable  but  necessary 
and  should  be  encouraged 
were  adamantly  committed  to 
their  position.  Some  of  these 
people  would  not  even  listen 
to  suggestions  of  minor 
restrictions  or  alternative 
solutions  to  present  traffic 
patterns.  Since  the  pro-cars 
lobby  had  all  the  power  in  the 
group — they  were  the 
"keepers"  of  the  status  quo — it 
seems  to  me  they  would  have 
had  to  give  something  up  first. 
Those  who  believed  no  cars 
should  never  drive  into  Glen 
Canyon  were  equally 
committed  to  their  position 
but  were  unable  to  make  little 


ourselves  somewhere  on  this 
continuum.  These  precisely 
limited  options  as  well  as  the 
limited  time  we  each  had  to 
speak  precluded  much 
creativity  among  the  group  at 
the  meetings.  The  process 
quickly  degenerated  into 
acrimonious  "debate"  and  the 
taking  of  rigidly  adversarial 
positions.  Those  of  us  willing 
to  compromise  even  a  little 
saw  the  futility  of  the  process 
early  on.

After  three  more 
interminable  meetings  the 
working  group  ended  up 
where  it  began  albeit  now 
even  more  divided  with 
tempers  inflamed  and 
scapegoats  identified.  Many 
people  who  were  present  at 
the  meetings  are  now 
attempting  to  place  blame  for 
the  failure  of  the  process.  It 


the  time  and  money  spent  on 
the  working  group  may  be 
that  Rec  and  Park  and  those 
believing  in  an  entidement  to 
drive  into  the  Canyon  are  on 
notice  that  the  majority  of 
Glen  Park  residents  favor 
making  the  park  a  car- free 
natural  resource.  It  is  apparent 
that  a  large  number  of  these 
residents  have  and  will

seems  to  me  that  is 
counterproductive  at  this 
point  since  in 
retrospect  the  process 
was  flawed  from  its 
inception.  Park  and 
Rec,  by  hiring  the 
facilitator  and  setting 
up  the  working  group, 
attempted  to  put  a 
band-aid  on  a  great  big 
wound. 

As  one  observer 
noted:  "  We  had  an 
opportunity  to  win  a 
small  battle  and  instead  lost  a 
large  war."  That  is  true.  On 
the  surface,  it  looks  like  those 
who  want  cars  driving  in  and 
out  of  the  Canyon  back  to  the 
Silvertree  facility  won  because 
nothing  was  accomplished  and 
the  status  quo  prevails.  That  is 
not  true.  We  all  lost.  Had  the 
working  group  been  able  to 
reach  a  consensus  on,  for 
example,  how  to  solve  the 
horrendous  traffic  problems 
during  the  summer  Silvertree 
program,  we  would  have  made 
a  first  step  in  incrementally 
solving  the  car  problem  in  the 
park  and  provided  a 
demonstration  of  community 
cohesiveness.  But  as  noted 
above,  given  the  precise  nature 
and  structure  of  the  process,  I 
think  we  were  doomed  to  fail. 

The  one  positive  result  of 


commit  many  hours  to 
eventually  eliminating  cars 
from  Glen  Canyon.  The  few 
people  who  believe  that  a  car 
entitlement  exists  in  Glen 
Canyon  have  been  until  now  a 
vocal  minority  which  has  been 
able  to  wield  political  pressure 
far  in  excess  of  its  numbers. 
Therefore,  I  believe  that  those 
who  want  to  preserve  and 
protect  the  Canyon  from 
incursions  of  automobiles 
need  to  regroup,  identify  the 
location  of  the  next  skirmish 
and  find  new  ways  to  fight. 
Although  the  working  group 
process  failed,  the  battle  has 
just  begun.
